1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art reference 
considered none has disclosed a method and device for reconstructing three dimensional scene using 
reconstruction device, (with details set forth in claims 1 1 and 41), includes a light source, an optical 
system and a hologram encoded on a hologram bearing medium wherein the optical system images the 
light source to an image plane of the light source and a viewing window is provided at the image plane 
and the three dimensional scene is reconstructed from the hologram encoded in the hologram bearing 
medium within a reconstruction frustum stretch between the hologram bearing medium and the viewing 
window.
